The Doctor Answers 


X-Ray Treatment for Removal of Hair Is 
Dangerous; Electric Needle Is Best Method

Time and time again the prob- 


lem of removal of excessive hair 
has been discussed in this column. 
The question keeps coming up in 
various forms and the first today 
is the only one of many examples. 


Q—I have been taking X-ray 


treatment for the removal of hair 
on the sides of my face for a 
whole year with two treatments a 
month. The results are not what 
I expected, and in fact I fail to 
see any results at all. How long 
must I wait ? 
—A READER. 


A—The dangers of X-ray treat- 


ment for the removal of excessive 
hair have been pointed out fre- 
quently. M enough X-ray treat- 
ments are given to actually re- 
move the hair permanently, there 
is a real risk of damage to the 
skin; If not enough X-ray is given, 
there is unlikely to be any results 
as far as the hair is concerned. 
The only treatment for excessive 
hair which sqems to have general 
acceptance is'the use of electroly- 
sis or the electric needle which 
destroys the hair follicles.

Q—To settle an argument with 


my brother, please tell whether 
it is possible for a doctor to put 
a goat's stomach into a human 
seing and take out the person's. 
My brother has been operated on 


twice for ulcerated stomach and 
said that the doctors told him 
that if they operate again, they 
will take his stomach out and put 
in a goat's stomach. I do not be- 
lieve this.

A—So far as I know this op- 


erative procedure has never been 
done successfully. I should not 
want it tried on me.

Q—Over a year ago I lost the 


senses of taste and smell. Several 
treatments have been tried but 
without success. What would you 
suggest. 
—MRS. E. H. 


A—The first problem is to make 


a diagnois; that is, to identify the 
cause of this change in sensation. 
This will involve a careful neuro- 
logical examination, that is, ex- 
amination of the nerves, and very 
likely, the use of special tests. 
Until the cause can be identified, 
which may be rather difficult, it 
is obviously Impossible to suggest 
what treatment should be under- 
taken.

Q—I have, a seven-weeks-old 


baby boy who was born without 
much coloring in his eyes and no 
coloring -in his hair and a good 
pink skin. The doctor tells me 
this is albinism. I am most un- 
happy about this. Please advise if 


there is anything at all that might 
be tried to correct the condition. 


—MRS. D.L. 


Albinism is an inborn or in- 


herited condition in which pig- 
ment is lacking from the skin, 
hair and eyes. There is no way 
of causing the pigment to develop 
in these areas. The boy's skin 
will have to be protected from too 
much sunlight lest he 'burn ser- 
iously; also his eyes may have to 
be protected from too-bright light. 


Most albinos get along all right 


if they use reasonable precautions 
against sunlight and other bright 
lights. The children of albinos 
usually have normal coloring un- 
less both parents are lacking in 
pigment.

Q—Is the use of peroxide help- 


ful when dropped in the ears for 
a slight itch or fungus ? 


—C. W. M. 


A—Peroxide solution of proper 


strength may be useful in some in- 
fections or conditions of the ear 
canal. However, there are several 
kinds of infections which may 
involve the ear canal and it will 
save time and trouble if proper 
prescription is chosen by a phy- 
sician who has examined the con- 
dition.

He controls Joe Ryan, the president of the International 
Longshoremen's Association of the A. F. of I* and has authority in 
two big key locals of the Teamsters' union. These are 282, which 
hauls McCormack's ready-mixed concrete and other building mate- 
rials, and 202, downtown in the market district.

Settle Card Problems Yourself

We have a few letters about 


black threes from readers in 
various parts of the country. Ap- 
parently America is still the coun- 
try of inventors. If you can't in- 
vent a new kind of mousetrap, 
people seem to think, at least you 
can invent a new rule for Canasta. 


"I drew the last card from the 


stock, a black three," writes a 
lady from Camas, Washington. "I 
iad five cards in my hand, all of 
them very dangerous discards. I 
wanted to discard the black three, 
but was told I must discard a 
card that my opponents could use 
f I had one. This process would 
go on until somebody went out or 
until soniebody ran out of usable 
cards. I was even told that this 
rule had appeared in the Jacoby 
column. What about it. 


• I'm getting used to hearing that 
all sorts of impossible things have 
appeare^ in my column. It usually 
develops that the lady didn't read 
t there herself, but she knows 
somebody whose cousin's brother- 
n-law did read it. 


There is no such rule, of course. 


:n this situation you discard the 
)lack three if that's what you 
want to do. You are never com- 
pelled to make a discard for the 
benefit of your opponents. Any 
game that had such a rule would 
*>e a very silly game. 


"My opponents melded out and 


caught me with all four black 
threes In my hand," writes an- 
other correspondent, from Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin. 'They said my 
side would have to pay a penalty 
of 500 points. My answer was 
short, decisive, and not very po- 
lite. Is there anything in this?" 


There is less in it than meets 


the eye. If your opponents had 


said 800 points, it would be pos- 
sible to believe . that they con- 
fused red threes and black threes. 
Since they said 500 points, how- 
ever, it's a clear case of an in- 
vented rule. 


As I have often pointed out in 


this column, this is a free country, 
and you don't have to stick rigidly 
to the official rules of Canasta. 
It's equally true that you don't 
have to adopt every weird new 
rule that somebody feels like cook- 
ing up. This is a problem that 
every player must settle for him- 
self. 


"I took the discard pile and im- 


mediately discarded a black three," 
relates a Brooklyn correspondent. 
"I was told that my first discard 
could not be a black three. Is 
this true?" 


Not a bit of it. Just another bit 


of invention. Play it if you like 
it, but it's not the official rule.

Byrnes, Set to Stop HST in '52 


GATLINBURG, Tenn., (AP)— 


A Beat-Truman movement among 
some Southern Democrats got new 
impetus today from James F. 
Byrnes, South Carolina's Demo- 
cratic governor. 


Byrnes, who served as Presi- 


dent Truman's secretary of state, 
was the first of Southern Demo- 
cratic leaders to put on a flat 
basis his opposition to the Presi- 
dent's rcnorr..r.at;rr. 


The tormer "assistant presi- 


dent" under President Roosevelt, 
supreme court justice and sena- 
tor left no doubt that if Mr. Tru- 
man is his party's nominee next 
July he will face a Dixie revolt 
handled by experts intent on axing 
the administration p o l i t i c a l l y 
soutti of the Mason and Dixon 
line. 


Failed In 1948 


A similar move in 1948 failed 


despite a four-state defection. But 
Byrnes and others are just as 
confident now that^Mr. Truman 
will not be the next president 
as they are confused about the 
man who may be his successor. 


Meanwhile, Gov. Earl Warren 


of California, -a Republican, con- 
tinued to play close to his vest 
any ambitions he may have to 
be a compromise candidate—as 
between Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio—for the 1952 Repub- 
lican presidential nominee. 


Warren, who heads a round- 


table discussion today on law en- 
forcement problems at the 43rd 
annual governors' conference here, 
kept mum about his future politi- 
cal plans. 


The only concrete sign that 


came out of the Warren camp was 
a certain amount of skepticism 
toward Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New Tork, the 1944 and 1948 
GOP presidential nominee, as a 
leader of the movement to draft 
Gen. Eisenhower for the nomina- 
tion.
